ro be puniſhed with double ſtripes becauſe they knew 
their maſters will and did 1t nor. 
The internall grafts are of thoſe that beſide their 
externall ingrafting andentering in the viſtble Church 
by the Sacrament of Baptiſme, are allo internally in- 
grafted by the holy ſpirir, and the baptiſme with fire 
inthis roote Izxsvs in ſfucha firme manner and con- 
dition that Chrift is in them and they in Chriſt, 
they are ingrafted by Gods righthand, grounded in 
faith, rooted in charitic,watered by the word of Gods 
miniſterie, digged and manured by the dilcipline of 
Magiſtrates, and in cuery manner of good worke 
brings forth a plentifull vintage of good and ſweete 
grapes,which are preſſed in a contrite heart, raiſed vp 
to alively and confident thankefulnes. And as wine is 
comonly knowne by the taſtand colour ſo is this too, 
For its taſte is a good conſcience within, & its colour 
15a holy converſation without, Theſe grafts may ſay 
with the Apoſtle, Wow we line, yet not we any more, Gal.z,2o, 
but Chrifl lineth in vs. They haue inthem the ſame 
] minde that was inIssvs, and this is afaithfull wit-

And'now I, come to the manner. of ingrafting , 
which is wwofold,fecret and manifeſt, ſecret in Gods:

world was laycd and long betorc that man was crea- 
ted God knew his owne children, and by inſerting 
their names. inthe booke of life did eternally and be- 
fore ail time ingraft them in this flocke and roote 
Cuanrsr Insvs theirredeemer, Sccondly it is ma» 
nifeſt,and done in time,bur ſpirityally wrought by the 
holy Ghoſt who creating faith in our hearts makes vs 
ro goc out of our ſclues, iranſire in Chriſiam tranl- 
port our ſelues into Chriſt, and ſo to relye vpon him 
that by his ſpirit wee are quickned, by. his light wee 
arc illuminated, and by the continuall furniture of his 
grace we perſeuere and increaſe inſpirituall ſtrength 
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. and courage, and fo lives: in him that wee die in our

$8.16. Bur to none other, howlocuer taat his faith, 
fructitying in charitie, in loue, and in eucry manner 

of good worke, may make others preſume that he is 
ingraft in this root by the holy Spirit, after which he 

is, and therefore /avoureth the things of the Spirit, Rom.8.s, 
Rom.8.5., And Ilay, itis done in time, not that all

and in good time, albeit it were norrill the very laſt 

article of aſpiration, as it fell out to one of the evill 

doers, that was crucified with our Saviour, in the 23.

and ſometimes hee will let them alone till their mid- 

dle age come, and after this manner hee. dealt with 
S,Payr,inthe g.ot the e4#. Obicuring.from him, AR g.-- 
his ingrafting and EleQion , till his Almond 

tree began to flouriſh, and at ſuch a time as when hee 

was even breathing out Perſecutions againſt ſome of 

thoſe whoſe ingraſting was already made knowne vn- 
tothem, cyen the Chriſtian Church in her.infancie... 
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- hath for our ſalvation, that before were caſt-awayes 


and the Children of wrath, ingrafted vs in his owne 
Sonne, by which hee hath put vs in a better eſtate 
then wee were created in ; for albeit that hee made 
vs before in a moſt glorious manner altogether accor- 
ding to his owne Image, illuminated our will with 
Knowledge, and adorned our foules with Holinefle .
